Saturday, 14 June 1975 


After assembling at Logan Airport, we posed for several pic- 
tures in the VIP lounge. Our baggage was sealed since our destina- 
tion was Israel. Our Alitalia plane departed on schedule. 


Sunday, 15 June 1975 


Our plane touched down in Milan, then went on to Rome 
where we went through security control. The plane landed in Tel 
Aviv, and we noted armed guards throughout the airport. After 
customs, we traveled by taxi over the old road to Jerusalem. Very 
interesting scenery. Arriving at the Jerusalem Hilton, we were sur- 
prised to find that the manager was sales manager of the Hilton 
Hotel in Athens when we were there on COL Elias’s trip. After 
freshening up, we assembled in the Captain’s room to discuss our 
plans. We decided to use a mini-bus since our taxi was a little con- 
fining.

The 338th Anniversary Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet 
started at 2100 hours after cocktails in the room called “L’Ellisse.” 
The banquet hall, called “Le Belle Arti” (the fine arts) was deco- 
rated with class and elegance; background music was played by 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet Band. 


The banquet was officially opened by an Invocation by the 
Chaplain, BGEN Laurence Brock, S.J. Then the Captain 
Commanding, Colonel Ernest J. Montilio, proposed the first toast 
to the Republic of Italy, host country. The toast was followed by 
the Italian National Anthem. The second toast was in honor of 
the United States of America, and all present raised their voices to 
the notes of the Star-Spangled Banner. At this point the Captain 
formally introduced the guests at the head table and then dinner 
was served. 


The gourmet menu included Chicken Broth with Ravioli, Filet 
of Sole in Butter Sauce with Prawn, Beef Filet “Rossini” with 
Mixed Vegetables, Peaches “Aurora”, Pastry and Coffee, with 
white and red Italian wine. When dessert was served, COL 
Montilio proposed the third toast to the City of Rome. The toast 
was answered by General Vaccaro, Inspector General of Artillery 
of the Italian Army, who expressed his pleasure and honor in hav- 
ing the opportunity to welcome the A&HAC to Rome and to Italy, 
his appreciation for the kind invitation to the banquet and his 
wishes for an énjoyable stay in Rome and a successful conclusion 
of the 338th field tour. He also stressed the importance and value 
of the mission carried out by the Company in strengthening 
peace and international goodwill and friendship. 


The fourth toast was offered to the City of Boston. The toast 
was answered by Colonel O'Leary on behalf of the Mayor. COL 
O'Leary, in his position as official of the City of Boston, was 
already called upon to answer toasts on behalf of the Mayor sever- 
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al times in the past. The Mayor, who is serving his third tour of 
duty, could not attend the banquet, but asked COL O'Leary to 
bring the greeting of the City of Boston to the Company on its 
annual celebration. 


The fifth toast was offered to the Papal Swiss Guard. The toast 
was answered by the representative of the Swiss Guard at the ban- 
quet, Mr. Hans Roggan, who expressed his thanks for the invita- 
tion and for the toast and wished all members a pleasant journey. 
He also took the opportunity to extend his wishes of success for 
the Bicentennial celebrations in Boston. 


The sixth toast was to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
The toast was answered by Major General Del Torto, who extend- 
ed compliments and wishes for a happy stay in Rome on behalf of 
the Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the 
Honorable Michael S. Dukakis, and concluded saying: “Auguri e 
Buone Cose.” 


The seventh toast was offered to the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. 


Then Cardinal Wright said a few words, with extraordinary wit 
and human warmth. First he reminded all present that the Boston 
Latin School was founded, even before the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, in 1635; then he joked on the 
name of the Company seat, saying that, because of its location, 
rather than Faneuil Hall it should be named Funnel Hall. The 
first members of the Company were true Yankees, he said, but 
since then things have changed a lot, as now among all Company 
members there is not a drop of Yankee blood to be found. 
“Funnel Hall,” the Cardinal added, is in the market district, and 
there it properly belongs, because it couldn’t be anywhere else! 
He then concluded saying that he has often wondered why 
Bostonians allow it to be said that Philadelphia started the 
Revolution when all it has to show for it is a cracked bell, while 
Boston has tea in the harbor! 


At this point Colonel Montilio invited Ambassador John A. 
I, 5 = s ¥ . . “ ~ * ” ao 
Volpe to speak, calling him “our favorite son” and mentioning the 


highlights of his brilliant career. 


The Ambassador objected that he had not been warned and 
that—being so unaccustomed to speaking in public—he was 
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embarrassed because he did not have a prepared speech. He then 
started by saying that, after the official welcome extended the 
Company by Officers and Officials of the Italian Government, he 
had the privilege of welcoming it to Rome in his capacity as 
Representative of the President and the people of the United 
States. 


He remembered that he visited Rome for the first time in 1950 
on a pilgrimage with Cardinal Cushing; at that time he couldn't 
even think that he would be in Rome on another Holy Year as 
Ambassador of the United States. Even now he sometimes finds it 
difficult to realize that he is truly here and that it is not all a 
dream. He also remembered that in November last year it was 70 
years since his parents left the Italian region of Abruzzi to travel to 
the United States. In 1958, on another trip to Italy, he spoke at 
the American Military Cemetery in Nettuno; it was a speech in 
Italian, and at that time he didn’t have the practice of the lan- 
guage he has acquired in the two and a half years that he has been 
in Rome. It is a great thrill to be here, he said. Of course there are 
difficulties in Italy, as everyone knows, but then all countries, 


including the great United States, have some difficulties in this 
period. In Italy a year and a half ago many thought that the coun- 
try was about to go overboard; yet, it is still here. Time Magazine 
published an article in the spring of last year, titled “Agony in 
Italy.” At that time the balance of payments showed a critical 
deficit; however, through a belt-tightening policy, the gap was 
gradually filled and the balance of payments is now back to nor- 
mal. Yet, the Ambassador remarked, no magazine published arti- 
cles on this recovery that was really like a miracle. There are still 
problems, but there are many people in Italy who are dedicated to 
the values of liberty, of freedom and of democracy—to those values 
that were conquered with the blood of relatives and friends. “This 
morning when we visited the City Hall,” the Ambassador said, “I 
thought of General Mark Clark: when he entered Rome everybody 
expected him to take over the Campidoglio, but he said: We came 
here not as conquerors but as liberators—and he set up his head- 
quarters in a hotel.” This is why Italians remember him and all 
Americans as allies and friends from that time, and why the ties of 
friendship have grown stronger since the end of the war, the 
Ambassador added. Even though the United States is sometimes 
criticized, those ties are strong and with the contribution of many 
who recognize the value of democracy, it is possible to keep hopes

high for Italy and for all of Europe. “It is in this spirit that once 
again I welcome you to Rome,” the Ambassador concluded. 


Cardinal Wright took the floor again for a few minutes to 
express appreciation for the Ambassador’s warm and sincere 
words, and to congratulate the Company for the consideration 
shown in having the Papal Coat of Arms and the Coat of Arms of 
the Papal Swiss Guard embossed in gold on the front cover of the 
program, and for the excellent taste shown in the text and the 
descriptions, and ended saying: “If I were not from Boston, | 
would say that it is all in real Boston taste.” 


At the conclusion the Captain proposed the eighth and final 
toast, to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. The toast was answered by Colonel Montilio, who 
said that it was proper to have the ceremony in Rome, since it was 
because of an Italian, Cristoforo Colombo in 1492, that so many 
Italians were present at the banquet. He then expressed his pride 
in answering the toast on behalf of the Company. Rome was cho- 
sen this year because of the strong ties between Italy and the 
United States. Many Company members fought next to Italians in 
World War 1 and World War 2, and “we hope,” he ended, “that we 
may continue on our path always side by side.” 


The banquet was concluded by the Benediction imparted by 
the Chaplain, COL Frank J. Bauer, who also remembered that the 
citizens of Italy and the United States, allies in war and friends in 
peace, struggle toward a common good to preserve the peace that 
was conquered and the freedom that was achieved. May the 
search for good continue with love, courage and faith.

91ST WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY 
CELEBRATION AND LUNCHEON 
MONDAY, 16 FEBRUARY 1976 


The Annual Luncheon was a great success. There were 200 pres- 
ent including members and guests. The candidates for office held 
a reception at the Union Oyster House prior to the luncheon. 
After the reception we were seated shortly after 1400 HRS. There 
was a large head table with the Officers and Past Commanders act- 
ing as hosts to the Lieutenant Governor, the Consuls General of 
Great Britain, Italy and Israel. The Captain Commanding, Ernest 
J. Montilio, speech is in part as follows: 


“Reverend Clergy, Lieutenant Governor O'Neill, 
Distingushed Past Commanders, Invited Guests and 
Fellow Members — We are assembled here for the cele- 
bration of the 244th Anniversary of the birthday of the 
first President of the United States. 
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In 1638, a charter was granted by Governor John 


Winthrop bringing into being “The Military Company of 


the Massachusetts” which, over the years, became 
through usage and reference the ‘Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts’. 


In 1789, George Washington, as the first President, was 


banqueted in Faneuil Hall. It was in the balcony of 


Faneuil Hall that Wendell Phillips rose to his feet and 
startled the audience with his famous an ti-slavery speech. 


Since 1746, the Company has been honored to have 
been afforded space in this historic building ‘For an 
Armory and for Soldiers to meet when they had 
Occasion’. 


As you enter the Armory from the Flying Staircase, the 
first objects that take your eye are the flags. On the right 
as you face the front of the hall are a selection from colo- 
nial and provincial flags culminating with the present 
flag of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. On the left 
are a selection of national flags under which the 
Company has served for more than three centuries, cul- 
minating in the present National Flag. A brief story 
about each flag is on the wall. The yellow ‘Rattlesnake 
Flag’ was the first flag flown by the American Navy and 
the ‘Ancients’ Flag’ was flown at Littlke America on the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition. 


At the Front of the Armory is the Great Seal of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts which was carved out 
of one perpendicular block of pine. In June 1897, R. W. 
Bates presented it to the A&HAC, at which time it was 
placed in its present position above the rostrum. 


I wish thank our distinguished guests at the head table 
for joining with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts for keeping hallow the mem- 
ory of the first President of the United States.” 
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The Captain then introduced the head table and the various 
speakers. The remarks of Honorable Thomas P. O'Neill, 
Honorable Granville Ramage of Great Britain, Honorable Franco 
FAA di Bruno of Italy, Honorable Shimshon Inbal of Israel and 
Major General James V. Galloway of the Air Force were brief and 
to the point.

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HISTORY OF THE 
SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 


The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 

Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, 
proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, for the purpose of continuing 
their pleasant and friendly associations as members of that 
Committee, to cherish and keep alive whatever is, and has 
been of interest in that memorable Celebration, and to give 
their influence and assistance to any good work for the welfare 
and advancement of the Company; agree to form themselves 
into a Club to be known as the — 15 Club.”

Captain Edward E. Allen was Chairman of the Committee. 
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The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, 
there were no Bylaws. Motions regulating the Organization, how- 
ever, have been made at various meetings. At a special meeting on 
15 May 1973, Bylaws were adopted. 

At the annual meeting, 11 February 1916, the name of the 
Club was changed from the “15 Club” to the “Past Commanders 
Association of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” At 
the annual meeting, 12 March 1933, the name was changed to 
“The Society of Past Commanders, Ancient and Honorable Artill- 
ery Company.” At the annual meeting, 15 September 1973, by 
amendment of the newly adopted Bylaws, the name was changed 
to the “Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts.” 

Captain Fred E. Bolton was the last member to join the “15 
Club” and was the last surviving member at the time of his death 
in October 1938. 

Since the organization, 8 May 1890 there have been but six 
Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent Secre- 
tary, served from 1890 to 1924; Captain Thomas H. Ratigan from 
1925 to 1933; Brigadier General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 
to 1953: Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 to 1959; 
Captain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to 1974, and Major General I. 
Jerome O'Connor from 1974 to date. 

There have been but seven Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, elect- 
ed Permanent Treasurer, served from 1890 to 1894; Captain 
Fowler from 1894 to 1933; Major Lionel G. H. Palmer from 1933 
to 1938; Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1938 to 1958; Colonel 
Raymond F. Rauscher from 1958 to 1959; Colonel Augustus J. 
Migell from 1959 to date. . :

FIRST CORPS OF CADETS 
and the 


VETERAN ASSOCIATION OF THE FIRST CORPS OF CADETS 


The earliest history, from the records of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, credits the “Cadets” with introduc- 
ing the bayonet to America from France in 1726. Raised by 
Governor Burnet and Captained by Benjamin Pollard the 
“Company of Cadets” served as bodyguard to the Royal Governors 
of the Province of Massachusetts Bay. Chartered in 1741 the 
Cadets have served as a unit or as individuals in every major con- 
flict in American History. In 1774 John Hancock, later President 
of the Continental Congress, was Commander. John Adams, later 
President of the United States, was a Cadet from 1772 to 1776. 

At the outset of the Revolutionary War the Cadets reorgan- 
ized on the side of Liberty and, in 1777 under Gol. Henry Jackson, 
organized and officered Jackson's Continentals. It was the last regi- 
ment of the Continental Army mustered out of service in 1784 
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and was designated the First American Regiment of Infantry. It 
may thus be said to be the direct precursor of the First Regiment 
of the Regular Army organized under the Constitution in 1789.

at Valley Forge there is located a National Park dedicated to those 
men who served during the Revolutionary War. Within the park 
there is a section laid out so that it is a facsimile map of the 
United States. Each portion of this area is subdivided so as to pro- 
vide areas for each of the fifty states. The areas correspond to the 
geographic contour of each state. The Massachusetts section con- 
tains four plaques bearing the names of our four Congressional 
Medal of Honor recipients. The history of Valley Forge is known 
by all of us.

However, due to heavy rain, all outdoor events were can- 
celled so we reported to the gymnasium. The members, along 
with our Colors, formed in parade and were reviewed by all pres- 
ent. The music furnished by the Academy Band was excellent. 
Following the review, Senator Barry Goldwater's remarks, the prin- 
cipal speaker, concerning the weakening of our National Defense 
were memorable ones. 

Upon the conclusion of these exercises we boarded our buses 
and proceeded to the Administration Building in the Park. We 
were informed that it would be impossible to travel to the 
Massachusetts area because of the rain. We had brought along a 


commemorative wreath to place at the markers of the Medal of 


Honor recipients. The Staff was most obliging. In the center of the 
rotunda there was a roped-off area where there was a beautiful car- 
pet containing a replica of the Medal of Honor. The Super- 
intendent suggested that we place the wreath there and later he 
would have it taken to the Massachusetts a. This was accepted. 
After much picture taking we departed for our motor inn. 

We then got ready for the commemorative banquet conduct- 
ed by the Legion at the Statler Hilton Hotel. Senator Barry 
Goldwater was the recipient of the “Bob Hope - Five Star Medal.” 
The Company presented to Lieutenant General Willard Pearson, 
USA (Ret), the Commandant of the Academy, with the flag of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, which will hang in 
their chapel. Past Commander, COL Augustus J. Migell, PC of the 
Centennial Legion, was a head table guest. 


Sunday, 2 May 1976 


We boarded our buses wearing our blazers and proceeded to 
Valley Forge Academy to participate in an Ecumenical Service, 
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after which we departed for Boston. It should be added that the

SERMON 
Chaplain (Colonel) Frank J. Bauer 
"The Bicentenary of the Declaration of Independence" 


This annual June Day church service of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is primarily a 
memorial service, a service in which we remember those Ancients 
who, since last June Day, have fallen from our ranks, as, to the 
sound of muffled drum, we hear their names, the date of their 
passing, and their time of service to our Company. But this service 
has also always been used for other purposes, too. So former 
preachers of the day have devoted their sermons to a history of 
our Company—and it is an illustrious history—or to a resumé of 
the events of the year under the command of the Captain about 
to pass on to a successor the gorget of his office. But I shall do nei- 
ther, excepting only to say to that good Christian gentleman who 
has been our leader for 1975-76, "Well done; very well done, 
indeed!" It was said informally of Colonel Ernest J. Montilio at a 
staff dinner meeting recently, "He makes you proud to be an 
Ancient." That accolade is not only well deserved, but also worthy 
of this public repetition. 

And in this memorial service other preachers of the day have 
used their time for an exposition of a portion of the Holy 
Scriptures. Meet, right, and salutary as this might possibly prove to 
be today, I choose not to do this either, excepting only again to 
give witness, as is incumbent upon me by my ordination vows, to 
the good news of God's love for all the world in the Person of His 
Son, JESUS Christ, for this Gospel "is the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believeth" (Romans 1:16). For what is fore- 
most on our minds and in our hearts in this 1,976th Year of Our 
Lord is the Bicentenary of our country. Our nation was born two 
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hundred years ago when the Declaration of Independence was 
adopted by the Continental Congress of July 4th, 1776. And we 
just have to talk about that. 

And the very first thing to be done, in my judgment—and this 
is in line with the primary purpose of this service—is to memorial- 
ize those 56 men from the Thirteen Colonies who signed their 
names to that document. "Votaries of independence" they have 
been called, and, were it not for them, where and what would you 
and I be today? Among our honored dead, surely, there are none 
more honorable than they. So you will understand why I propose 
now to take the time to speak their names, one by one, remember- 
ing meanwhile the admonition carved on the stone marking the 
grave of William Bradford, second Governor of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony: "What our fathers with so much difficulty secured, do 
not basely relinquish." 

From New Hampshir Josiah Bartlett, reputed to have cast 
the first vote for the adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence; William Whipple, and Matthew Thornton. 

From Massachusetts, all graduates of Harvard: John Hancock, 
the President of the Continental Congress and so the first and 
only one to sign on July 4th, 1776, and with the boldest hand; 
Samuel Adams, the "old master agitator" who probably did more 
to promote the Revolution than any other patriot; John Adams, a 
short, small man but rightly called "the Atlas of American 
Independence"; Robert Treat Paine; and Elbridge Gerry. 

From Rhode Island: the smallest of the Colonies, and so the 
smallest number of signers—Stephen Hopkins and William Ellery. 

From Connecticut: Roger Sherman; Oliver Wolcott; William 
Williams; and Samuel Huntington. 

From New York: Francis Lewis, Philip Livingston; Lewis 
Morris; and William Floyd. 

From New Jersey: John Hart; John Witherspoon, the 
Reverend John Witherspoon, if you please, the President of 
Princeton College and the only clergyman to sign; Richard 
Stockton; Abraham Clark; and Francis Hopkinson. 

From Pennsylvania, the largest number of signers, nine: 
Benjamin Franklin, at 70 years of age the oldest of the signers, the 
most eminent, the most inventive, and the most entertaining and 
delightful; John Morton, the first of the igners to die, the follow- 
ing April; James Wilson; Robert Morris; George Taylor, James 
Smith; George Ross; George Clymer; and Benjamin Rush, who 
became America's most famous physician and a great healer, too, 
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for—after they had a bitter falling-out—it was he who healed the 
rift between John Adams and Thomas Jefferson. 

From Delaware: Caesar Rodney; George Read; and Thomas 
McKean. 

From Maryland: Charles Carroll, the only Roman Catholic 
and obviously favored of God, for he was the richest man in the 
country, and, of all the signers, he lived the longest, dying at 95 
years of age in 1832, the only one of them to have seen a railroad 
train; William Paca; Samuel Chase; and Thomas Stone. 

From Virginia: Richard Henry Lee, whose family would pro- 
duce another famous American, Robert E. Lee; Thomas Jefferson, 
others edited it, others amended it, others revised it, a committee 
of five was appointed to produce it, but Thomas Jefferson was the 
author of the Declaration of Independence; Benjamin Harrison; 
George Wythe; Francis Lightfoot Lee, the younger brother of 
Richard Henry Lee; Carter Braxton; and Thomas Nelson, Jr. 

From North Carolina: Joseph Hewes; John Penn; and William 
Hooper. 

From South Carolina: Arthur Middleton; Thomas Heyward, 


Jrs Edward Rutledge, at 26 years of age the youngest signer; and 


Thomas Lynch, Jr. 

And from Georgia, the last and the youngest of the Thirteen 
Colonies: Lyman Hall; Button Gwinnett; and George Walton. 

“Let us now praise famous men" was first said of others who 
"were the glory of their times." But I say it now of these fifty-six 
who also "have left a name behind them . . .(that) . . . liveth 
forevermore ... and their glory shall not be blotted out" 
(Ecclesiasticus 44, passim). For they signed "the charter of a free 
people" whose words, like those of Holy Writ from which many of 
its truths were taken, more than any others have inspired 
American citizens and American statesmen to their noblest 
actions. These words read— 

"When in the course of human events, it becomes necessary 
for one people to dissolve the political bands which have connect- 
ed them with another, and to assume among the powers of the 
earth the separate and equal station to which the Laws of Nature 
and of Nature's God entitle them, a decent respect to the opin- 
ions of mankind require that they should declare the cause which 
impels them to the separation. We hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalienable rights, that among these 
are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That to secure these 
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rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed. That whenever any 
form of government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the 
right of the people to alter or to abolish it, and to institute new 
government, laying its foundation on such principles and organiz- 
ing its powers in such form, as to them shall seem most likely to 
effect their safety and happiness ... We, therefore, the 
Representatives of the United States of America, in General 
Congress assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the world 
for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in the name, and by 
authority of the good people of these Colonies, solemnly publish 
and declare, That these United Colonies are, and of right ought 
to be Free and Independent States . . . And for the support of this 
declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our lives, our for- 
tunes and our sacred honor." 

And to that all 56 representatives of all the Thirteen Colonies 
signed their names. A free democracy does not, indeed cannot, 
survive by unanimous voting. But the document which pro- 
claimed to all the world the birth of this democracy was the unani- 
mous Declaration of Independence. , 

Some time ago a teacher of the fourth grade in a Minnesota 
school reported an incident that took place in her class. She was 
discussing the Declaration of Independence and, to illustrate her 
teaching, she had brought a facsimile of the original document 
which she gave to the children to pass from one to the other. So it 
went from pupil to pupil until it came to a thoughtful boy at the 
back of the room. He began to read it out loud: "We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness." And 
he read it all, right down to the last sentence: "And for the sup- 
port of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our lives, 
our fortunes and our sacred honor." And then he laid the parch- 
ment on his desk, took up his pencil, and solemnly signed his 
name where the early patriots had signed theirs. 

Abraham Lincoln, on his way to his inauguration as President 
on Washington's birthday in 1861, speaking at Independence Hall 
in Philadelphia, said: "I have often pondered over the dangers 
which were incurred by the men who assembled here, and framed 
and adopted the Declaration of Independence. I have pondered 
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over the toils that were endured by the officers and soldiers of the 
army who achieved that Independence. I have often inquired of 
myself what great principle or idea it was that kept this (nation) so 
long together. It was not the mere matter of the separation of the 
Colonies from the motherland; but that sentiment in the 
Declaration of Independence which gave liberty, not alone to the 
people of this country, but, I hope, to the world, for all future 
time. It was that which gave promise that in due time the weight of 
tyranny would be lifted from the shoulders of all men." 

In this last quarter of the twentieth century and as we are 
about to enter into the third century of our Republic, the weight 
of tyranny—political, judicial, economic, intellectual, educational, 
social, and even religious—the weight of tyranny is still heavy on 
the shoulders of some people in our world and even on the shoul- 
ders of some in our own democracy. So we still need to turn to 
our oldest and noblest charter for light and for hope, for that 
charter was not two hundred years ago, and it is not still today, a 
description of immediate realities but rather the sublime expres- 
sion of a noble ideal. And to express our faith in and our commit- 
ment to the freedom of all mankind that the Declaration of 
Independence proclaims, we can do no better, first in spirit but 
then with our words and by our deeds, we can do no better than 
to follow the example of that Minnesota schoolboy and also sign 
our names to the document.

CITY OF BOSTON 


COLONEL ERNEST J. MONTILIO: To respond to the toast to

EDWARD T. SULLIVAN, Deputy Mayor: I know that this is a 
rather difficult time for you to listen while being served, but I do 
have some important announcements to make which vitally con- 
cern the future of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
I do want everybody to hear these things. 

First of all, I want to object to the cover of the program which 
shows a bicentennial view of Faneuil Hall; and obviously, construc- 
tion is incomplete. It may be an effort to show the marvelous scaf- 
folding. With only 100 years to get ready for this bicentennial— 
and we are going to miss it by a year for getting Fancuil Hall and 
the surrounding area ready—considering the problems of city con- 
tracts, missing by one year in a hundred, I think that is pretty good. 

Those of you who have been here over the years know that I 
take this occasion to give kind of an informal report on the state 
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of the city. I want to tell you a few things that are going on. First of 
all, we have been making great progress in our desegregation 
efforts in an effort to straighten out the problems in the schools. 
Whereas last year we had a ratio of police to pupils of two to one 
in South Boston High, we expect to reduce that to one to one in 
the coming year. 


(Applause) 


One of the good things that has happened has been 
Commissioner DiGrazzio. It turns out that due to the association 
of the police and students, we now have lots of recruits willing to 
serve. The fact of the matter is that the kids who have been going 
to school see that the police have protective gear. They have riot 
helmets, night sticks and all kinds of paraphernalia whereas the 
students have to check everything as they come into the school. 
The students have come to the conclusion that it's much safer to 
be a cop than a pupil. Many of them are filling out applications to 
become cops. So something good is coming out of all of this. 

I do want to congratulate the Ancients on the fact that with- 
out any investigation as to where their loyalty was in 1776, we 
know the reason that the Queen is coming next month to Boston 
is because of the friendship and alliance she has made with the 
officers of the Ancients on their trip to England. She is not com- 
ing to exchange cake recipes with Ernie Montilio. I want to say to 
the Ancients in July when the Queen comes, we look forward to 
being with you as you greet the Queen of England and renew our 
allegiance to the Queen. 


The Fifth Regular Toast 
ARMED FORCES OF THE UNITED STATES 


COLONEL ERNEST J. MONTILIO: Gentlemen, please be seated. 
It is with extreme pleasure that I present to you to respond to this 
toast all the way from Washington, Major General LaVerne Weber. 


MAJOR GENERAL LaVERNE WEBER: It is indeed an honor to 
be here tonight. What I have to say tonight probably means noth- 
ing to anyone other than myself. I am a resident of the State of 
Oklahoma. In our state, the white man was not really permitted in 
our state until 1889. It was not until 1907 that our state acquired 
statehood. This business of history—the 338th year you have been 
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doing the same thing on the same grounds with the same cause in 
this City of Boston—is old hat to you. To me it is something new 
and unique. I am honored to be a part of it. You are the real patri- 
ots that made this country what it is. 

From 7:10 this morning when I landed at Hanscom Air Force

COLONEL ERNEST J. MONTILIO: Please be seated. To respond 
to this toast, I call on British Consul General Granville Ramage. 


HONORABLE GRANVILLE RAMAGE: A little bit of quiet. I am 
not waiting for quiet. I am trying to think of something to say. 
When I was asked to come for the first time to spend the 
day—almost the whole day—with the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I can assure you I regard this 
as a very great honor. Although I am spending roughly 26 hours a 
day on preparing for the coming of Her Majesty, the Queen, I 
took the day off to be with you at lunchtime to march complete 
with raincoat and umbrella, and I didn't need it.

South Boston on St. Paddy's Day? Well, I did. On behalf of us all, 
we are very, very honored to take part in this kind of ceremony. 
We are very honored that your President has invited our head of 
state, our beloved Queen, not only to the United States, but in 
particular to the City of Boston. I hope we are going to have a 
wonderful day in July. I would like to raise my glass to the part this 
organization is going to play in the whole day which is the focal 
point of the whole day. 


COLONEL ERNEST J. MONTILIO: At this time I would like to 
introduce Thomas Clayton, Administrative Officer of the 
sachusetts Military Academy. 


THOMAS CLAYTON, Administrative Officer of the Massachusetts 
Military Academy: On behalf of the Massachusetts Military 
Academy, I am glad to welcome you to an honorary membership 
in our association. We have for you a certificate so stating. The 
Massachusetts Military Academy Alumni Association welcomes

Therefore, do I say to you as members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, may your banners continue to fly 
high. May your civic leadership continue to flourish. May the 
example you have set over more than three centuries continue to 
inspire our citizens, especially in these troubled times we recog- 
nize today. No man could feel otherwise than highly honored and 
thrilled beyond measure in being permitted to participate in 
today's ceremonies—incident to so famous an occasion in the life 
of this great military organization, and I feel deeply so. 

An anniversary is a time for looking back upon the past we 
have traversed, the obstacles we have surmounted, the goals we 
have achieved. It is a time when, with the benefit of the perspec- 
tive that time alone can give, we can extract from the tangled 
skein of history the threads that shine through all as the true and 
the worthwhile. To me, the values that emerge as those that we, as 
individuals—that we as a nation, that we as a company are deter- 
mined to protect and preserve above all else—these values are 
spiritual values. 

When survival is at stake, it is seriously incumbent upon you, 
the members of this military company, not only to think and to 
speak, but to act as well for those two-fisted young men who today 
would enter the military service in the face of criticism. We are 
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using them for the purpose and training them to insure that oth- 
ers who follow us may enjoy the liberty which we hold so near and 
dear and which many of our comrades in arms have given their 
lives—all they had—so that those of us who are left in safety can 
enjoy in peace the blessings of a better world. 

I believe the greatest weapon available to our country in this 
cold struggle for ascendency is not the atomic bomb, a guided 
missile or a nuclear submarine, but the persuasion that in this 
troubled world we as a people stand for justice and freedom. As 
long as that idea remains our policy, the free world will turn to us 
for leadership. But if we, through expediency, fear or any other 
motive, subordinate these ideals to baser interests, then shall we 
and those who look to us for inspiration be irrevocably lost. 

Herewith before the unsullied altar of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, we solemnly offer our lives, our natural endow- 
ments, our prayers, in fact everything we have that the patriotic 
sacrifices shall not be wasted. ; 

The world leadership established by the courage and the 
vision and the blood of the founders of this Company must be 
maintained and exercised. We must renew our love for our neigh- 
bor and our confidence in each other here at home. Those who 
lighted the flame so many years ago just yonder at Concord 
Bridge showed us the way, and we must keep that torch aglow and 
held so high as to give light to the world. 

These are some of the thoughts which rise up in my mind as a 
thoughtful American today. All of us should think of them not 
merely one day in the year, but remember them and act in accor- 
dance with them every day of our lives. Thus and only thus may 
we prove ourselves, as the fathers of our country did, true patriots 
and loyal citizens of America, our own, our native land. There is 
no organization in the United States or anywhere in the world 
that can tackle the proposition of keeping Americans of today 
true to the spirit of our forebears like this great Company of 
which we are privileged to be members. 

To the membership, my undying gratitude for the great 
honor you have bestowed on me. I am proud of the Company and 
its accomplishments in the past and confident of the contribution 
that you are to make all the distance down the highway of time. 
Thank you very much.

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Colonel Frank Bauer will give us the benediction and dismiss 
us; and following that, I hope you will all join in the spirit of 
America and sing God Bless America.
